San Francisco's Com- 
mittee to Retain the Fifth Pre- 
ference plamns to continue its efforts 
to defeat the bill totally. 


“Many people say the bill may 
not come UP this session becatuse 
only the lame duck' session is left. 
But considering how hard Rodino 
is Working to pass the bil，we 
Would rathernot just wait for that 
to happen,”explained Richard 
Siu，one of the committee s coOorT- 
dinators. 

“We plan to do as much as 
possible to get a hold of what 
Congressmen are iD their offices， 
We are trying to contact Tip 
O'Neill (House Speaker) and other 
influential representatives,”- he 
elaborated. He also stated that the 
group will continue its letter- 
writing and petition efftorts， 

“With enough pressure from 


different groups，we should go “ip 
for the kill to stop the bill this 
session,”exclaimed Siu, Never- 
theless, he remainedq wary of what 
might occur next year even 让 the 
Simpson-Mazzoli bill dies this 
year。“The bill would have to start 
again _ next year，and with a bill 
that has been worked on， itll be 
easier. Also，Congress could start 
work on 直 at the beginning of the 
year,” 

Siu_ also pointed out that 
because of the work put in by dif- 
ferent groups this year，more 
senators and Tepresentatives now 
know more about the com- 
munity's antagonism towards the 
bil.“The bills supporters may not 
be able to get a bill in the same 
form because of all this opposi- 
tion,” he concluded. 羡 


Gov't Report Says 
Hiring Sanctions 
_Not Effective 


WASHINGTON 一 A report 
put out by the GeneralAccounting 
Office，the investigative arm of 
Congress,， states that sanctions 
against employers who hire illegal 
aliens have not been effective ip 
foreign countries， Such sanctions 
areamajor feature oftheSimpson- 
Mazzoli immigration bill curren- 
tly before Congress- 

The study was based on ques- 
tionaires completed by officials of 
20 countries，including Canada， 
West Germany，Erance，SwitzeT- 
land，Greece and Sweden，The 
report said that “although each 
country had laws penalizing em- 
ployers of illegal aliens,， such laws 
were not an effective deterrent to

ees of thezRaprikas Fono restaur- 
ant in Ghifadelli Square recently 
voted in favor of having Local 2 of 
the Hotel and Restaurant 了 m- 
Ployees Union Tepresent them in 
contract negotiations. Over 70% 
of the employees are Asian Ameri- 
cans, including many Vietnamese 
refugees，and the newly-formed 
union chapter at the Testaurant 
has the highest percentage of

The decision to join the Hotel 
and Restaurant Workers” ”Union 
came in the form of a National 
Labor Relations Board election at 
the restaurant on Sept，30，The 
vote count was 29 记 favor of 
joining and 15 opposed. The 
restaurants management chal- 
lenged four of the employees” 
votes，claiming that they Tepre- 
sented the votes of paid union 
employees. Local 2 challenged 17 
of the votes，claiming that they 
TepIesented votes by non-employ- 
ees，A NLRB hearing has been 
,ordered to determine the validity 


of the challenges，although the

Two main reasons Were given 


for the failure of employer sanc- 
tions:“First, employers were able 
to evade responsibility for illegal 
employment or，once appre- 
.hended，were penalized too little 
to_ deter such acts，Second，the 
laws generally were not being 
effeetively enforced because of 
strict legal constraints on inves- 
tigations，noncommunication be- 
tween government agencies，lack 
of enforcement resolve and lack of

Simpson，chair- 
man of-the Senate Judiciary 
Subcomrmittee on Immigration 
and co-author of the Simpsony/ 
Mazzoli Bill. The report was

SACRAMENTO 一 Despite 
Protests by Asian Pacific Ameri- 
cans，GCGovernor Jerry Brown last 
Friqay signed into law a bill that 
will allow 1local state school 
districts to Purchase textbooks 
directly from publishers. The 
change will permit circumvention 
of the Legal Compliance Review 
Commiittee _ requirements “which 
mandate that all state public 
school instructional materials 
contain accurate portrayals of the 
cultural and ethnic diversity of the 


State， 

Asian Pacific American Advo- 
cates of California, one of the key 
groups fighting the bill，singled 
out the lobbying efforts of pub- 
lishers as instrumental in the bill's 
Passage.

“If publishers had to comply 
with the review standards，many 
textbooks wouldq have to be 
Ievised，and that costs money,” 
Morris Artiaga，executive director 
of APAAC, asserted. 


Its Time for C town 
Groups to Review By-laws 


The Hoy Ping Association's internal conflict 
contesting the right of the association s building has 
troubled many people in our community. Internal 
fights are nothing new to Chinatown. But just as 
there are many loose ends to cause tension, there are 
ways to prevent damaging family feuds. 

Years ago when the Chinese American pioneers 
came to this country，discriminatory laws prevented 
Chinese from buying property. Most Chinese were 
thinking of retiring in their ancestral villages anyway， 
and buying Property was not something they aspired 
to. Therefore most Chinatown buildings are owned 


by associations: 


But timnes have changed. The buildqings the pioneers 
bought for the purposes of housing association 
members, holding meetings，providing a club house， 
and feeding the bachelor workers are no longer 
Serving all these needs. Many of the roorming houses 
and_ comInunal kitchens .have been _ converted into 
office space or apartments to earn incomes. At the 
cost of real estate has escalated，many associations 
assets have doubled and redoubled during the past 


two, three decades. 


Wealth and loosely put together by-laws invite 


trouble. 


We feel that all Chinatown associations should 
review their by-laws, to find new ways to serve their 
membership，absorb upright members into the 
leadership，and to annually disburse their funds for 
community projects and scholarships， 

If this will not discourage internal conflicts, 让 w 记 
at least increase the available funds for community 
welfare and scholarship. Ithe by-laws are updated 
and tightenedq, the association eldqers do not have to 
worry that the buildqings will pass into private hands. 口 
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East/West is an independent journal for the Chinese 
American community， Through its pages，we hope to 
discuss_ issues relevant ta the community，report on 
events， and challenge Chinese Americans to take an 
active role in American life. 
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Characterizing the publishers 
motive as“principally, profit-ma- 
king,”Artiaga argued， The con- 
Sequence of their profit motive 
could mean not giving an accurate 
portrayal”of women and minor- 
ities. 


The compliance committeeSs 
Subject area for next years review 
is Social Studies,， which would 
likely contain many Teferences to 


the experiences of minorities and 
women， 

The bill 一 
was sponsored by Assemblyman 
Gary Hart (D-Santa Barbara)， 
bad worked its way through both 
houses of the state legislature as a 
rider to _ another bill， It escaped 
the attention of the State Board of 
Education . 


INTERVENE 
Because neither the Board of 
Education nor the Department 
of Education had endorsed the 
bill，the advocacy group had mot 
expected the governor to sign the 
bill. Nevertheless，at their last 
quarterly meeting held earlier im 
September，APAAC's members 
had ironically discussed what 
action to take in the event that the 
bill should somehow pass. Though 
过 has not finalized any action, the 
group did consider the possibility 
of submitting legislation for next 
year that could“intervene-in the 
process by requiring the schools to 
check off purchases with the State 

Board (of 下 ducation.)” 


Unless the governor，assembly 
and senate agree that such future 
legislation include an emergency 
clause which could put 过 into 
effect in 1983， the compliance 
ITeview committee would not have 
the opportunity to oversee the 
textbook_ purchases made by the 
School districts until 1984. 

Pointing out that the state 
board has accepted the standards 
put forth by the committee which 
it established almost tWoO years 
ago, Artiaga expressed disbelief at 
the new bi 

”We can only project the effects 
of the legislation. If the depart- 
ment passes Tegulations，but the 
local districts can buy' from the 
publisher directly and circumvent 
the whole (review) Process，then 
its a waste of those two years， 
Maybe not a waste,，but at least a 
disappointment,” he concluded.

BEIJING 一 Apair of articles 远 


-the Liberation Army Daily，one 


appearing before the recent party 
congress and the other appearing 
immediately after and repudiating 
the first article，has led some 
observers to suggest that a serious 
challenge to Deng Xiao-ping's 
pragmatic policies had been 
mounted by conservative army 
leaders. 

The first article，written by 
Zhao Yiya，described as a senior 
army_ propagandist and writing 
with the support of leading army 
generals，blamed Deng for a 
growing breakdown in ideology， 
morality and discipline. 

Zhao blamed these problems on 
“bourgeois liberalism,” a Tetreat 
from orthodox Maoism，and an 
abandonment of “class struggle” 
and“continuous revolution” as 
fundamental principles of Chinese 
politics，The article also implied 
that Deng had failed to provide a 
firm ideological framework for 
China and that conditions have 
not substantially improved under 
his leadership， 

A second article，a long editor- 
-ial, completely repudiating the 
first， appeared in the same paper 
after the party congress， 

The appearance of the conflict- 
.ing articles was seen by many 


observers of Chinese politics as an 
indication that Deng had faced 
serious Opposition by military 
leaders over his brand of socialism 
Which stresses results over ortho= 
doxy. The Los Amgeles Ti7mreE8 
quoted one Chinese official as 
describing the first article as 3 
“sort of ultimatum ”to Deng,，coz- 
cerning the extent of the reforms 
Deng proposed and the appoint- 
ments Deng wished to make on 
the Politburo，Secretariat and 
Central Committee. 

Asecond Chinese source quoted 
by the Tirnes Said that Deng Was 
forced to _ make several com- 
promises on domestic economic 
and rural policies，and to appoint 
Several top army personnel to high 


party posts，In the wake of the- 


congress，a thirdl of the Politburo 
are army generals and aquarter of 
the Central Committee are active- 
duty officers.

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Hoy Ping Assoc. Members 
Fight over Bldg. Ownership

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A con- 
flict within the Hoy Ping Bene- 
volent Assoc，has erupted into a 
lawsuit，with one side accusing the 
other of stealing the association's 
headquarters building and the 
other accusing new members of 
trying to take control of the 
organization， At the center of the 
controverIsy is the Hoy Ping 
Benevolent Association's buildqing 
at 729-731 Sacramento， SR 

At issue is actual ownershipof the 
buildqing, which was purchased by 
Hoy Ping in 1960，with donations 
位 om the association's members. 
Since that time part of the 
builqing has been used for the 
associations meetings and social 
functions, and part of the building 
has been used as rental property to 
help defray the goup's operating 
expenses， 

At Some time Prior to June 14， 


1982, association members Ceorge 、 


Jue and Thomas Der，along with 
30 other unknown members， 
formed the SF Hoy Ping Bene- 
volent Assoc， Investment Corp.， 
incorporated as a stock-issuing 
company，with George Jue as the 
sole stockholder，Unlike the Asso- 
ciation，which is a non-pProfit 
organization，the.investment cor- 
poration was incorporated as a 
for-profit organization , 

Subsequently，about June 24， 
1982，the title to the Hoy Ping 
building was transferred to the 
investment corporation， In addi- 
tion，the signatory card for the 
association's bank account at First 
Natiornwide Savings was changed 
to _ the name SF Hoy Ping Bene- 
volent Assoc. Investment Corp.， 
with Thomas Der, George Jue and 
others 'as signatories，Although 让 
had appeared on the original 
card，the name of association 
president，Louis Gore，does not 
appear on the new one， 

CONTROVERSY 

It is at this point that the 

controversy arises. Core claims 


-that the action taken by Jue，Der 


and the others constitutes nothing 
less than outright theft of the 
association's buildqing. He further 
charges that the transfer Was 
possible in the first place only 
because Jue misrepresented him- 
self as the association president;a 
Position to which Core was 
elected ip December 1981，and 
Der misrepresented himself as the 
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RoyalLPacific 
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Luxurlous Rooms 
Bridal Sultes。Penthouse 
Sultes。Sauna Baths 
Color TV。Durect 
Dial Phones。In-Room 
Coffee。Free Parking 
Overlooking famed North Beach 
and Chinatown, Flsherman's Wharf 
& Fnanclal District. Tours arranged.

The association has hired attor- 
ney 卫 dq Koplowitz to revoke the 
title transfer and to Sue those 
involved in the title transfer for 
close to $3 million in general and 
punitive damages， While the suit 
is pending, Koplowitz has filed an 
injunction against the investment 
group to prevent it from selling 
the building or interferring with 
the collection of rents by the 
asSOciation， 

Because the litigation is still 
pending，those involved were 
reluctant to _ discuss the matter. 
However，George Ong，attorney 
for Jue and Der,， told 素 ast/ West 
that his clients” title transfer was 
not an extraordinary act，He ex- 
Plained that there are Several 
different groups within the 
association, such as a building and 


1social group，which have dif- 


ferent functions， 
Each _ usually operates with a 


Ifair degree of autonomy. Thus 让 


was entirely conceivable that a 
和 全 action of the membership would 
act on matters pertaining to the 
ownership of the buildqing without 
consulting other members. 
EEARFEUL 

Ong pointed out that when the 
building was purchased in 1960， 
the building committee took care 
of all the arrangements and 
handled the title transfer in the 
same fashion，It was not 3D0 
underhanded and devious ap- 
Proach as characterized by Core， 

Ong also denies that his clients 
misrepresented themselves as 
President and secretary of the or- 
ganization, noting that many 
groups within the association have 
officers，often with overlapping 
responsibilities and it is difficult to 
determine who is president of 
what， 

The title was transferred，Ong 
explained，because many of the 
older members fear that newer 
members might some day take 


over the organization and perhaps 
sell the building，Ong admitted， 
however，that the Suggestion to 
sell the buildqing has never actually 
arisen. Ong hypothesized that 
transferring the title might have 
been an attempt to force the 
newer members to address the 
fears of the older members， 

Noting that both Jue and Der 
are financially successful，Ong 
went on to deny that they were 
trying to _ obtain the building for 
some kind of financial reasons. He 
also asserted that thedifferent 
groups within the association have 
always maintained separate bank 
accounts and that there has been 
no irregularities concerning the 
accounts， 

FACE 

Der declined to comment on 
the matter，except to say that the 
investment group is actually a part 
of the association because all its 
members are also members of the 
association. He added that the 
corporation's funds would be used 
to benefit the association. Jue Was 
unavailable for comment. 

Gore，however，maintains thbat 
the title transfer was blatantly 
illegal,， because it was done 
WE consulting either himself 
as assOciation president or the 
board of directors. He claims he 
did not even learn of the transfer 
until he attempted to transact 
association business through the 
association"s bank account and 
found that his name was no longer 
on the signatory card, 


As to the Suggestion thiat it is a 
matter of the old-timers， vs. the 
newcoiners，he points out that he 
has been in the US for over 30 
years. “So_ who's the newcomer 
here?”he asked rhetorically， 

While the association buildqing is 
the center of the controversy，the 
jssue of “face”has also arisen， 
Many association members were 
reluctant to initiate a lawsuit 


Britain's Thatcher Rejects 
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China's Hong Kong Claims 


HONG “KONG 一 Despite 
attested Inutual hopes for the con- 
tinued “prosperity and stability” 
of Hong Kong contained in a joint 
statement at the conclusion of 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher S 
trip to Beijing， Beijing and 
Thatcher have Since hardened 
sharply differing positions on the 
status of Hong Kong. 

Following her return to Hong 
Kong, Thatcher declared the trea- 
ties,Which had ceded Hong 天 ong 
and Kowloon to the British，con- 
sidered to be unequal by the 
Chinese, to be valid. 


“TIf countries try to abrogate 
treaties just like that，it is very， 
Very serious. If a country will not 
stand by one treaty，then 让 will 
not stand by another.”China 
claims the treaties were“unequal 
and therefore illegal.” 1 


Beijing，apparently stung by 
Thatcher's defense of the validity 
of the unequal treaties,responded 
sharply to Thatcher's statements. 


“Hong Kong is part of Chinese 
territory. The treaties concerning 
the Hong Kong area between 
the _ British government and the 
government of the Manchu 
Dynasty of China were unequal 
treaties that have never been 
accepted by the Chinese people. 
The consistent position of the 
government of the Peoples 
Republic of China has been that 
China is not bound by these 
unequaltreaties and that the whole 
Hong Kong area will be recovered

Gen.Yao-Huan Lew Still Smiles 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Seeing 
this sprightly 84-year-old gentle- 
man walking about in China- 
town, it is hard to imagine that 
what lies beneath the smiling face 
is a life tempered by years in 
battles and prisons. 


JIndeed, few Chinese Americans 
can boast a lifetime experience of 
dedication, patriotism，excitement 
and frustration imatching that of 
General Yao-Huan Lew“-(Iu- 
Waan Liu), a 1925 graduate of the 
Virginia Military Institute. 

WARLORDS 

Lew's grandfather was one of 
the Chinese American pioneers 
who came in the mid-19th century 
to the US. His father，when he was 
12 years old，came to join him， 
working in alaiandry. Lew spent 
his early years in Cuangzhou 
(Canton), studying at the high 
school of Lingnan University, This 
was in the early days of the 
Chinese Republic when regional 
warlords often challenged the 
leadership of Dr,. Sun Yat-sen. 

“TI was Darticularly incensed 
When the warlord Mo Rongxin 
took the army to Cuangzhou and 
began to bombard the historic* 
five-story Tower，trying to oust 
Dir. Sun, "he recalled.“I was only 
a high school student then，Bnut 
Ifeltstrongly that Dr. Sun needed 
military backing in order -to 
succeed, and that China must rid 


”itself of the warlords.” 


During the conflict，Dr.， Sun 
took refuge at Lingnan and twice 
spoke to the students there.“Dr. 
Sun urged tus to dedicate our lives 
tosave the country and not to seek 
personal gains，VWe were deeply 
Imoved,”Lew saidq. 

Lew' graduated in 1920 行 om 
high school and planned to join his

1925， 


Guangzhou，he went to see Dr. 
Sun who encouraged him to go to 
a military school in America，Dr， 
Sun also gayve the young man an

His parents wanted Lew to study 
medicine or business, “Anythipng 
but joining the army to risk being 
killed,” his father told him 
sternly，His father also told him 
the cold fact that the family's 
annual income was only $1,000 
and he could not affordqd$1l,200 a 
year to send him to college, 

Lew, however，was determined 
to _enter a military school， After 


.finally persuading his father，he 


WwWent to Washington to see Dr 
Marshall，who assisted him in 
entering Virginia Military Insti- 
tute，(At that time,，the US 


government was friendly with the 


Pei Yang regime in North China， 
West Point would not accept any 
students sent by Dr. Sun.) 

He was joined by three other 
Chinese students in his class， 
During their first year at VMIL， 
there were many disturbances 
caused by racist factions in 
Virginia. His three Chinese class- 
mates were troubled by the racial 


discerimination and left the school 


after the first year. Lew and S, 开 ， 
Tsang were the only two Chinese 
in their class to complete the 
three-year studies, He stayed on to 
take, artillery training for .three 
yearS， 

HUANGPO 

“In those days，there was no 
opPortunity for Chinese Ameri- 
cans to serve in the US Army. My 
only career opening remained in 
China.” 

He returned to China in 1925 
and was commissioned a major at 
the President's Headquarters，He 
was assigned to teach at the 
Huangpo Military Academy， 卫 

“TI was Supposed to instruct 
gunhery training. When I airived 
at the academy,Twas saddened to 
see all the guns and artillery 
equipment were old and dated. 工 
Was SO disappointed， There Was 
nothing I could teach or do. 
Later，I was reassigned to_ head 
the student military training Pro- 
gram at the National Zhongshan 
University,… 


A year later，he was recalled 


into_active service，He led a 
battalion in theNationajlists North- 
ern 了 xpedition to _ fight the 
warlords and the Communists. 
Soon，in the Chinese Anti- 
Japanese Imperialistic War (1937- 
1945)，Lew and his collegemate 
Lip-Ran Sun (VMI-1927) fought 
many battles with the Japanese 
and were wounded and decorated 
many times， In 20 years of 
military service，he rose to _the 
rank of atwo-star general and Was 
a division commander of the New 
Sixth Army. After World War 工 ， 
China entered a period of civil 
war oO Anti-Liberation War， 
Lew's unit was assigned to_ hold 


backthe Communist advance, 


In December of 1949, he fought 
his last battle at a _ place called 
Hepo near the Guangxi (人 wang- 
si) and Vietnamese border， Jis 
unit had retreated to a river and 
Was piIeparing to cross，Lew Was 
covering.the crossing when he was 
captured. His sentence was death， 
which was later commuted to a 
life sentence， In 1963 it was 
further reduced to 18 years，He

Needless to say，he was de- 
lighted to regain his freedom and 
to reunite with his wife in 
Cuangzhou after 15 years of 
imprisonment: But soon China 
entered a decade of tumult，the 
so-called Cultural Revolution. 
Several times the Red Guards 
came to his house，searched his 
belongings and took many of his 
books and documents away， 

They ordered the couple to go 
to a rural area to undergo“labor 
reform.”This could mean certain 
death for Lew whose -health had 
deteriorated during the long 
Prison term， 

“I was in debt to a soldier who 
was assigned to guard me，He 
argued with the Red Guards and 
steadfastly refused to allow them 
to take us away,” he recalled， 

His children，two sons and a 
daughter，have been living in the 
US for a long time，They peti- 
tioned Lew and his wife to leave 
China to join them. Their request 
was finally approved in December 
1975， 

“One evening around 7 pm,，I 
was SUrprised by the visit of three 
officials who told me that we were 
free to go to the US,， the general 
said. The_ government had ar- 
ranged a free trip to Beijing for the 
couple. “We were provided with 
new clothing，new shoes and am 
opportunity to _ meet with some 
oflthetop leaders, They told us to 
enjoy our family reunion in Amer-

“However，just when we were 
ready to go0，wWe Were struck with 
the newsthatPremier Zhou Enlai 
had passed away, he said.“I met 
Zhou twice in my lifetime，I

For the past several years，Lew 
has been living in the Richmond

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Prolject Planned on 
Two Oregon Pioneers

SAN FRANCISCO 一 From the 
hectic，pressure-packed media 
centers of Los Angeles in the 
present day，to rurIal Oregon in 
1887 may seem like a monumental 
jump in time and space to most 
people, but for documentarian 
Fred Hutchison it represents 3 
Short step away from 1life- 
threatening stress to the invigor- 
ating creativity that a small 
project can bring. 

Hutchison was in San Francisco 
recently to talk about his planned 
documentary on two Chinese 
American pioneers of the Pacific 
Northwest Ing Hay，the

The budget for the project is 
about $30,000. Hutchison has 
raised about $8,000 of that' sum， 
which will be matched by the 
Oregon Committee for the 
Humanities.

SMALL 

This is a small budget for 
someone who has worked in tele-

China Skeptical 
About Talks with 
Soviet Union 


BEIJING 一 Chinese Premie, 
Zhao Ziyang recently announced 
that China will holdqd a series of 
high-level talks- with the Soviet 
Union，but cautioned that any 
progress in .Teconciling the 
strained relations between China 
and the Soviet Union is likely to be 
Slow. 

Zhaos remarks were made to 
Japanese Prime Minister Suzuki 
during Suzuki's state visit to China 
late last month， Zhao's remarks 
are .Seen as 3 Tesponse to 9oviet 
President Brezhnev's call for better 
TIelations ”between China 
Russia. 

“It is important for the Soviet 
Union to make good-faith efforts 
to improve relations by lessening 
the threat it poses to China's 
security. . .Actions Speak louder 
than words,” Zhao said. 

He cited the continued Presence 
of Soviet troops along China's 
northern_ border and the Soviet 
presence in Vietnam and Afghan- 
jstan 3 security threats. “Soviet 
hegemonism has not changed，so 
Chinese opposition to hegemonism 
has notchanged.,” 

Suzuki had raised concerns that 
China was beginning to tilt away 
from the US and seeking better 
relations with the Soviet Union. 


.Zhao assured Suzuki that China 


was not changing its basic foreign 


policy. Zhao responded that the 
US was helpful in opposing hege- 
monism but thatthe US should acet 
on its explicitly-stated pledge to 
end armas sales to Taiwan. 口

SANFRANGISCO 一 Art Hom， 
assistant clinical professor of psy- 
chiatry at UCSE，was ITecently 
named director of the Commtun- 
ity Crisis Services of SE. A sub- 
sidiary of Mt. Zion Hospital，the 
13-year-old crisis _ center at 2415 
Sutter Street operates on a 


-24-hour, seven-day schedule to 


provide emergency psychiatric 
SeIvices to Westside district resi- 
dents， 

“TI would like to make this 
ceiiter's Services better known to. 
the Asian American community， 
In a one month survey，we found 
that .only 3% of the clientele is 
Asian American,”Hom noted， 
pointing out that the 1980 census 
of the Westside district，which is 
bound by the bay, Van Ness, 17th 
and Market Sts,, and 6th Ave. and 
Stanyan，has an 11.6% 人 A/PA 
population 

“Asian Americans are just as 
Vvulnerable to_ emotional disorder 
(as other people). Chinese still 
WwWait 一 纪 ey keep the person as 
long as possible away from treat- 
Inent 一 and usually too late， 
whbhen the individual is already 
psychotic and 1losing touch with 
reality. Then, it is a hot and heavy 
crisis, ”he continued . 

IDENTITY 

Over 82% of the center's 
patients drop in voluntarily to seek 
Service. Usually after six to eight 
therapy sessions，Hom and his 
staff of 60 can get the person Over 
the crisis and refer them to either 
outpatient or Drivate physician 
Psychiatric services， When neces- 


Sary，the Patient may be hospit- 
alized at the center for up to 23 
hours， 

“Hospitalization is our ]ast 
choice._ Hospitalization destroys 


the individual's self concept as a 


healthy person. Our goal in crisis， 
intervention is to preserve that 
person s identity as a healthy and 
capable person,”Horm explained. 
However, sometimes an overnight 
stay js beneficial，as in -a recent 


:Case between a young adult 


having a violent argument with 
his father over going to work. 

Many times people take their 
aches，pbains and other Somatic 
symptoms to their regular 
physicians expecting to receive 
some medication. “Usually，the 
Physician cannot find a problem 
and sends them home,”Hom said.， 
“These somatic symptoms are an 
expression of an emotional need or 
COoncern, 

Dizziness is one of the most 
common somatic complaints of 
Chinese patients with psychotic 
problems and is a culturally 
specific  Symptom of mental 
jillness in the Chinese community， 
Hom reported. Frigophobia 一 the 
fear of cold and the subsequent 
layering of clothing 一 is another 
common complaint， 

STRESSFEUL 

“Asian American mental health 
is often eroded by racism and 
immigration,”Hom claimedq. “Im- 
migration laws have seriously 
affected _ family life and person- 
ality development.” Hom's staf{f 
finds that these stressful elements 
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affect all Asian Americans in- 
cluding new immigrants and 
refugees and third and fourth 
generation Asian Americans， 

A number of mental health 
cases Were first identified overseas， 


Hom reported.， FEamilies bring 


these persons over with the expec- 


/ tation that US treatment will heljp. - 
“We have had patients who had 


psychotic breaks in Vietnamese 
Villages，who did nbt respond to 
modern (Erench-system) Psy- 
chiatry in urban Vietnam and 
who migrate to the United States,” 
he said， 

Hom recalled a case jinvolving a 
third-generation Asian, American 
who was “experiencing extreme 
depression from separation from 
her parents 40 years before.”The 
parents,， American-born and edu- 
cated，were forced to_ return to 
China because they could not find 
employment in the 1920-30s 
because of racism, They left their 
children behind for their educa- 
tion . 

“We see emotional problems 
among middle-aged Chinese 
Americans who take advantage of 
the new immigration laws and 
ITeunite with their elderly parents 
from China，These middle-aged 
children were forced to rapidly 


develop a naiclear family and raise- 


their own post-World War II 


children without grandparental 


assistance oOF outside support. 
With their own children grown 
and leaving home, many assist 
thbeir own parents to immigrate， 
In a way, they are really seeking a 
continued parenting for them- 
Selves. 

“On the other hand, the elderly 
parents see their children and 
grandchildren doing well mater- 
ially and professionally and want

'vices, ”he reported. 

-Hom classifies Asian Ameri- 
can patients into three categories 
according to their level of accul- 
turation 一 traditional，trans 
tional and third world.， An 
association， Bay Area Asian Social 
Workers， which_ Hom 
chairs，is helping Asian mental 
health profesionals to develop net- 
works, clinical training oOppor- 
ttunities for Asian interns and 
study groups and_ conferences to 
document and develop specific 
ideas and techniques for the 
treatment of Asian American 
patients.， The group hopes to 
publish a_ compilation of clinical 
materials in ljate 1983. 

“There is a meed for better care 
and more services for the Asian 
American community. We are in a 
constant struggle to adapt 玉 astern 
and Western _ philosophy to 
develop effective therapy tech- 
niques,…” Hom said 

He encourages the community 
to _ Tecognize psychotic disorders 
earlier and to take advantage of 
existing services.

BEIJING 一 China has begun 
construction on its first nuclear 
power plant, to be built outside of 
Shanghai. It is exzpected to become 
operational in 1988.， The plant， 
which will have two 300-mega- 
watt generators，comes with a 
projected price tag of $290

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Amidst 
the ringing of Phones，high- 
pitched vocalizing of young 
children and scurrying of patients 


- and clinic staff，DTr. Ronald Low， 


a _ pediatrician in SF Chinatown 
for the last 10 years calmly 
described his experience of treat- 


- ing patients and teaching students 


at the same time, 

Through a special program of 
the University of California at San 
Francisco Medical School，Low 
has served as an instructor，for 
first-year medical students for 
about seven years. Twenty-five 
other physicians in the state 
Participate in the program 

For the students，many of 
whom',have spent the entire prior 
year in labs，lecture halls and 
libraries，the program comes as a 
welcome change: it puts them in 
contact with actual patients. 

“It gives them a first hand 
Opportunity to see what it is like to 
be in a community practice,”Low 


Said， 


ROTATE 
During the course of any given 
year，several medical students 
may rotate through the Clay 
Street prTactice，which Low shares 
with his sister Dr. Serene Low， 
While many of the students are 
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immigrants and bilingual，the 
American-born can also _ practice 
in Chinatown even though they 
are primarily English-speaking， 
Low said. 


“Because of this practice，Tve 
been forced to learn and use 
Cantonese. I gained much of my 
Chinese medical vocabulary from 
my _patients and clinic staf 作 ,” 
Low, a fourth-generation Califor- 
nian, confessed. 

Unlike many other programs ip 
which students come to a clinical 
setting for only a few hours a 
Week, the UCSF preceptorship 


Program permits the student to go 


every day for a short，but con- 
centrated time，often for about 
one month.“This gives the student 
a lot more exposure to the 
Practice,” Low explained. 

“Caroline (Yong)，my most 
Tecent student，followed me like 
my shadow. She went to the 
hospital to see the babies or 
patients，she attended continuing 
education meetings at the hospi- 
tal. 


CLINICAL 
“After a while, I introduced her 
to limited clinical medicine， She 
took blood pressure readings， 
assisted in vision screening and 
hearing examinations，and gave 
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polio andTB immunizations.” 
Though the students do learn 
Some actual medicine，Low noted 
that the emphasis is on exposure to 
a commtunity setting where there 
is communication with the patient 
and family on a bilingual basis. 
“The students find that kind of 
direct human contact for which 
they went into medicine，and 
which they haven't had since their 
studies began,，he commented. 
It is precisely this quajlity of 


contact in a bijlingual and bicul- : 


tural clinic which makes Low's 
preceptor site unique，VWith his 
overwhelmingly-Chinese-patient 
population， Low and the students 
assigned to him must be aware of 
the interaction between Chinese 
herbal, or "traditional Chinese 
grandmother medicine,” and 
Western medicine. 
COMBINATION 

“Even with the common medi- 
cines，like Tiger Balm (a men- 
tholated-type ointment)，we don't 
understand completely all the 
eftects and combined effects, Part 
of the diffieculty is that Chinese 
medicines are actually a combina- 
tion of drugs， Most have at least 
five compounds, some as many as 
ten, Not only is it hard to separate 
the effects of each，some are 
Synergistic，that is，they enhance

Not only Chinese herbs can 
cause Low to :pause before 
Prescribing a medicine or diag- 
nosing an ailment, Sometimes 
even Chinese food can have an 
adverse impact. One culprit，the 
fava bean, a common snack food， 
can bring out a chemical de- 
ficiency，G6PD，that affects the 
blood of some persons, 

“These people are completely 
healthy; they have no anemia 
except when their bodies are 
challenged with certain items, like 
the fava bean，. It triggers a 
reaction in the body.
